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DETAILED ACTION 

Correction to Summary of Telephonic Interview (Oct. 30, 2008) 

The Applicants' representatives and in-house counsel assert that during the 
interview, that "the Examiner Alter asked the Applicants' representative and their in- 
house counsel if they thought the suggested elements of a connector and connector 
port outside of the enclosed volume were patentable over the other prior art of record". 

However, this is clearly not the case. The Examiner asking the Applicants' 
representatives and in-house counsel if the amendment would be allowable over the 
prior art is incorrect, especially since the Examiner establishes patentability, not the 
Applicants' representatives and in-house counsel. 

With exception to the above comment, the Examiner agrees with the summary of 
the telephonic interview on October 30, 2008. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9, 12, 15, 18, 22, 29 and 36-38 
have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection 
necessitated by amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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1 . Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. Claim 3 has been amended to include the limitation "only a 
portion of the electrode pad portion is positioned within the volume". The specification 
does not provide support for "only a portion" of the electrode pad portion being placed in 
the volume. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1 . Claims 1-2 and 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Chesley et al. (US Patent Publication 20030023274 A1). Chesley et al. discloses a first 
panel and second panel that form the housing of the AED (automated external 
defibrillator). In addition, Chesley et al. discloses a slot or storage apartment 20, formed 
from a plate and the housing, to store the AED electrodes assembly. The electrode 



assembly includes an electrode pad portion containing electrode pads and an electrical 
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cable extending from the pads to an electrical connector. The electrical connector, seen 
in figure 4, is located outside the electrical pad portion and connects with the defibrillator 
electronics, as seen in figure 2. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the claims 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims was 
commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the 
contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and 
invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made 
in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(c) and potential 35 
U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

1. Claims 1-9, 12, 15, 18, 22, 29 and 36-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Chesley et al. (US Patent Publication 20030023274 A1). 
Chesley et al. discloses a first panel and second panel that form the housing of the AED 
(automated external defibrillator). In addition, Chesley et al. discloses a slot or storage 
compartment 20, formed from a plate and the housing, to store the AED electrodes 
assembly. The electrode assembly includes an electrode pad portion containing 
electrode pads and an electrical cable extending from the pads to an electrical 
connector. 

As to claims 7-8 and 36-37, Chesley et al. teaches the device substantially as 
claimed but fails to teach electrodes pad assembly enclosed in a slot or volume while 
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being connected to the electronics via a connector port located outside of the slot 
volume. It would be obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to place the connector port outside the volume or space that 
houses the electrodes, in order to provide the predictable results of enabling the user to 
immediately ascertain from the surface of the device if the electrodes are present and 
engaged with the defibrillator system. 

As to claim 3, connecting the electrodes pad assembly to the connector port 
outside of the slot or volume, would obviously render only a portion of the electrode pad 
portion positioned in the volume. 

Additionally, as to claims 4-5, 9, 12, 15 and 38, Chesley et al. teaches the device 
substantially as claimed but fails to teach a holding device or groove exterior to the slot 
or volume. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to include a groove or holding device in the exterior of the AED 
to retain the cable in order to provide the predictable results of ensure the cable does 
not get twisted or dislodged. 

As to claim 22, Chesley et al. teaches the device substantially as claimed but 
fails to teach a battery pack. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to modify the AED of Chesley et al. to include 
a battery pack since such a modification would provide the predictable results of 
providing the defibrillation system with an additional, replaceable or rechargeable power 
source. 
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2. Claims 1-9, 12, 15, 18, 29 and 36-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Morgan et al. (US 4,610,254). Morgan discloses an interactive 
portable defibrillator with a first panel and second panel that form the housing of the 
AED (automated external defibrillator) as seen in figure 1. In addition, Morgan discloses 
a slot, volume or storage compartment formed from a plate and the housing, as seen in 
figure 2, to store the AED electrodes assembly. The electrode assembly includes an 
electrode pad portion containing electrode pads and an electrical cable extending from 
the pads to an electrical connector also located in the volume. Morgan teaches the 
device substantially as claimed but fails to teach electrodes pad assembly enclosed in a 
slot or volume and connected to the electronics via a connector port located outside of 
the slot volume. It would be obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to place the connector port outside the volume or space that 
houses the electrodes, in order to provide the predictable results of enabling the user to 
immediately ascertain from the surface of the device if the electrodes are present and 
engaged with the defibrillator system. 

As to claim 3, connecting the electrodes pad assembly to the connector port 
outside of the slot or volume, would obviously render only a portion of the electrode pad 
portion positioned in the volume. 

Additionally, as to claims 4-5, 9, 12, 15 and 38, Morgan teaches the device 
substantially as claimed but fails to teach a holding device or groove exterior to the slot 
or volume. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to include a groove or holding device in the exterior of the AED 
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to retain the cable in order to provide the predictable results of ensure the cable does 
not get twisted or dislodged. 

As to claim 22, Morgan teaches the device substantially as claimed but fails to 
teach a separate battery pack. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the battery, as disclosed by 
Morgan, to battery pack since such a modification would provide the predictable results 
of providing the defibrillation system with an additional, replaceable or rechargeable 
power source.
